AUDITORS’ CHRTIFICATE. 

We, the undersigned, Auditors for the —Town of Moulton- 
borough, for the year ending March 1, 1887, certify that we 
have examined the accounts of the Treasurer of said town for 
said year, and the vouchers therefor, and find them properly 
vouched and correctly cast.

Your auditors would add that there isa neglect and actual 
wrong in very many cases in rendering accounts for work on 
highways by the surveyors over and abovethe road tax raised. 
The accounts in many, if not most of the cases, are rendered 
in amount without date or items, or anything to show the speci- 
fied time of service. This may be all right or it may be all 
wrong, according tothe honesty of the accounts. The pre- 
sumption may be too, that the werk was actually done, and 
yet it seems very strange and unaccountable that the highway 
Soe over and above that raised, should amount in the year to 
seven or eight hundred dollars, especially when there has been 
no uncommon damages by floods or otherwise. It may be ad- 
mitted that the town receives a portion of this expenditure

from non-resident tax, yet your auditors fail to see why the 
sum raised for repairs of highways is not sufficient if properly 
expended, to keep the roads in good and legally passable con- 
dition. Wethink the town should require that every bill 
should be itemized with dates and time of work, and that, in 
all cases, when practicable, when extra work in any district 
over and above the road tax is required, previous notice should 
- be given to the selectmen, and that the extra expenditure 
should be made by their direction. Your auditors would fur- 
ther call the attention of the town: That no highway sur- 
veyors can call upon the selectmen for extra aid until all the 
collectable road taxes of the district are expended ; and that the 
selectmen have no legal right to give any extra aid to any dis- 
trict until all the highway taxes of the town are appropriatecl. 
It would be difficult to carry this law out to the letter in all 
cases, yet it shows the importance that the transactions of 
every highway surveyor in connection with his official duty 
should be in strict harmony with the law. With few excep- 
tions the tax raised in each district, with proper care and prn- 
dence is ample, and it should be the object and pride of every 
surveyor to accomplish this desirable result.

In addition to the above surplus, the town owns real estate 
which can be sold for $1,800. 

The amount paid during the year for repairs of ‘*Roads and 
Bridges,” has been unusually large, to wit: $748.25. If the 
highway surveyors would exercise greater care, this sum might 
be, and ought to be materially lessened, and hereby the tax 
rate reduced toa very low figure. The highway taxes com- 
mitted to the surveyors amount to over three thousand dollars. 
This, with the sum annually drawn from the treasury makes 
nearly $4,000, or as much as all other taxes assessed in town. 

During the year, our liabilitv to pay $950.00 for the Ossipee 
Mountain road has ceased, thereby adding so much to our 


surplus. 
The amount raised for the use of the town for the 
past year was $300 00 


The Treasurer is of the opinion that no appropriation need 
be made to meet town expenses the ensuing year, and so _ re- 
commends.

We are profoundly impressed with the importance of this 


part of the interest of the town. The reports of other town of- 
ficers will involve important matters, but when we come into 
the sacred precincts of vour home, and have to do with your 
dearest earthly interests—your children, we assume it to be a 
matter of vital interest to every parent, and to every intelligent 
townsman. 


SCHOOL HOUSES. 


A portion of these are unworthy of the object for which they 
are used. The school house is itself an object lesson to the pu- 
pils. As such it leaves its impression upon the mind of the pu- 
pil, the influence of which is either elevating or degrading. 
It is not necessary, always, to keep objects of contempt out of 
the way of the children ; but it is necessary that they should not 
be combined with education and good morals. An unsightly 
church or a dilapidated and uncomfortable school house tends 
rather to lawlessness and vandalism than to refinement and re- 
gard for the claims of societv. The boy will rarely be found 
so debased that he will break the glass. deface the walls or mar 
the desks ina fine house. Itis a civilizer, an object lesson, ' 
that is every day fortifying him with a feeling of manliness, self 
respect and regard for the rights of of others. It is due your 
children that thev be provided with better houses for their edu- 


cation. 


PARENTS. 


It is no unusual thing for parents to complain of the quality 
of the school; and thev sometimes have just reason to do so. 
But it is often the case that the teacher is made to bear an un- 
reasonable share of the blame.. While they are patiently and 
nobly laboring for the highest good of all the pupils, a part of 
the parents, unwittingly perhaps, are placing obstacles in the 
way, and, so far as their influence goes, laboring in the Oppo- 
site direction. A fit place of instruction is nof provided; the 


aon a 
children are not sent seasonably to school; one or two days ev- 
ery week some of them wish to stay at home, and are allowed 
to do so. . 

Parents should understand that they have as much to do 
with the quality of the school as the teachers. See that your 
children are there on time every day, and if they have never 
been taught prompt obedience at home, be glad that they may 
have instruction in that important matter at school. No 
teacher can make a good school without the co-operation of 
the parents. Ifyou must blame the teacher, see you do it, 
not in the presence of your children. 


TEACHERS. 


We have not gone abroad for teachers. This has not been 
adopted as a rule of action, but we recognize the propriety of 
using home material when it is as good as could be 
had elsewhere at the same rate. It could not be expected 
that all would be equally successful, but most of them have 
reached such a degree of usefuiness that we should not _ hesi- 
tate to employ them again. Five made their first effort this 
year, a part of them doing exceptionally good work, in saying 
which, no disparagement is cast upon the others, for all did 
wellas beginners. Our teachers are a faithful band of workers 
and truly desirous to do their whole duty. Yet if some could 
put a little more animation into their style, and a little more 
energy into their words, it would add much, both to the ap- 
pearance and the real value of their school. While a_ bois- 
terous style is to be deprecated,(we have none of this,) a weak 
spiritless manner is none the less so. This is the weak point 
in some of our strong teachers. A clear, strong voice enun- 
ciating with some rapidity the questions and demanding like 
quickness and force in the answers soon awakens life and en- 
ergy in the pupils. The opposite proves to be true in too 
many of the schools. When a pupil hesitates on each question, 
then answers in a weak, uncertain voice, perhaps with the ris- 
ing inflection, it is pretty safe to say. that there is a lack in the 


teacher of what is called ‘‘snap.” One school suffering from 
this disease, and said to be past cure, was very hopefully re- 
formed by a sprightly teacher in one term, and others made a 
marked improvement. We hope in this matter the proverb 
may hold true, ‘‘A word to the wise is sufficient.” 


PUPILS. 


The pupils are generally well disposed ana orderly. The 
Board have not been called upon to act in any case of disci- 
pline. But one or two cases of marked insubordination have 
occurred, and these were promptly settled by the withdrawal 
of the offender from the school. Asa whole we think the pu- 
pils have made considerable progress in their studies. Some 
of the reading classes did themselves much credit. The fol- 
lowing cases were during the second or winter term: In No. 
6 was a very fine class of little readers, quite the best third 
reader class. Nos. 1 and 13 -had each a class in fifth reader 
that excelled. Considered merely asa reading exercise, No. 
13 has the palm, but if age also be counted, No. 1 would be 
first, being younger. Nos. 4 and 12 had fine classes in the 
sixth reader. This book, by the way, is not needed in any of 
the schools, the fifth being sufficiently advanced to meet all de- 
inands, The physiology and hygiene of stimulants and nar- 
cotics was taught in the schools. There are some promising 
young people in town, and it must be regretted that they have 
no better opportunities in the town schools. It is cheaper to 
teach all the children at home than to educate a part of them 
abroad. 

We recommend that $1,000 be raised for schools the current 
year.
